_John P, O’Connor, secretary of 
the Street Carmen’s Union, who was 
temporarily removed from office yes- 


terday pending an audit of his 


books, today made restitution in the 
amount of $3300, the total of dis- 
crepancies disclosed to date. The 
shortage will exceed this amount, it 
was learned, and O'Connor said he 
was prepared to reimburse the union 
in full. 

He told a Post-Dispatch 
today that the discrepancies occurred 
between April 1 last and July 1, and 
said that previous to April and since 
July his accounts will be found to 


balance. He declined to discuss the 
use he made of the money more 
than to state that he had been con- 
fused in the period Ahe money dis- 
appeared and could not recall what 
he had done with it. The restitution 
he has made, he explained, repre- 
sents his savings since his arrival in 
this country from Ireland in 1903. 

An unusual scene was enacted at 
last night's meeting of motormen 
and conductors when the subject of 
O'Connor's shortage was brought be- 
fore the orgariization for a vote to 
concur in the action of the morning 
meeting to remove him temporarily 
from office.
